To be chosen for jury duty, a man must have av­ 
erage intelligence, ho must be able to understand 
the meaning of ordinary legal terms, and he must 
possess a certain amount of both real and personal 
property in the county. 
Any person with a criminal 
record is automatically disqualified. 
Through the operation of this selective system, 
Buffalo has steadily improved the quality of jurors 
called in that district. It is known uh the American 
model of Jury drafting methods. 
Intelligence and 
responsibility, two cf the objects sought, are, and 
ought to be, regarded as highly essential in the 
qualifications of every member of a jury panel. 
Trial by jury is one of the fundamental principles 
of our law'. Granted that the principle is sound, the 
success or failure of the system, in its practical 
application, must depend on the manner in which it 
Is administered. 
Haphazard selection of prospec­ 
tive jurors is bound to bring into the panel some 
men or women who are absolutely unqualified men­ 
tally or physically for that Important duty. 
Their 
presence tends to lower the efficiency average of 
the jury as a whole. 
Litigants who, of necessity, must entrust more or 
less important decisions to 12 men and women, have 
a right to expect the jury to be a l k to "well and 
truly 
try’ the cases at issue. 
The mere taking of 
an oath to do that, docs not mean that they have 
tho mental equipment necessary to intelligently fol­ 
low the course of a trial, or the power of judgment 
broad enough and sound enough to decide the issues 
with justice to all. 
Obviously, more care should be taken in the means 
employed by which the names of prospective jurors 
lind their way intno county jury wheels. 
It is com­ 
forting to know that in recent years there has been 
a decided change in many communities in Ohio in 
the selection of men and women as possible jurors, 
Commissioners charged with the duty of choosing 
names, submit their lists only after they have con­ 
ducted thorough investigations. 
The exercise of 
such a degree of care inxpreparing lists of available 
jurors is sure to improve the quality of justice dis­ 
pensed by them.
